This question, to the surprise of the 
whole committee, sprung a decided scn- 
sation. ‘The commissioner evidently had 
been preparing for just such an inquiry, 
for he bad, on a table near him, a huge 
bundle of papers, in the form of affidavits, 
letters and reports, Replying to Mr. Ku- 
loe’s question, he said that he knew of such 
a case, and the man was Samuel R. Her- 
sey, private secretary to Representative 
Cooper, of Indiana, one of the prosecutors 
in the ‘present case. There were perhaps a 
thousand pension cases all over the north- 
west in which Hersey was involved. 

Mr. Payson said that it was on this mat- 
ter that Linea Weaver, one of itaum’'s 
clerks, whose absence has been frequently 
inquired, hod been engaged. -Papers relat- 
ing to the aftair were offered in evidence 
by General Raum, but have not yet been 
admitted i evidence,the committee desiring 
to examine them and pass upon the matter. 
The substance of them is covered in a let- 
ter from the commissioner to the secretary 


of the interior, dated April 5th, recommend 


ing Hersey’s disbarment. In effect, the let- 
ter shows that on February 25th last a re- 
port was received from J. G. Greenwalt, 
supervising special examiner of the pension 
ofice, with reference to a complaint receiv- 
ed trom John R. Whittinghill, of Crothers- 
ville, Jnd., and formerly in the Ninth Ken- 
tucky volunteers. In this complaint Whit- 
tinghill said that he had received a letter 
from C. S. Ragan and Co., of Kenf®n, O., 
saying that for $3 he would furnish Whit- 
tinghill the exact status of his claim and the 
testumony necessary in it. Whittinghill 
asked if it were a fraud and if Ragan could 
furnish the information. 

‘The papers show that on September 16th 
of last year the commissioner wrote Whict- 
tinghill saying that he was not advised upon 
what method Ragan & “o. were workiug 
the pension otfice and asked him to forward 
$3 to the firm for which the pension oflice 
would reimburse him and request a status. 
This was done and on November i9th Whit- 
tinghill received a reply giving him as full 
and. accurate a statement of this elaim is 
if the man had had the papers before him 
Meanwhile the case had been put aside to 
ascertain what would come vf it, and it 
turned out that on November 11th the pa- 
pers in the case were called for by Hersev 
upon the congressional slip of repiesenta- 
tive Cooper, of Indiana. 

The comuissioner’s letter said that he 
could not’ know that this was any more 
than a coimeidence and could not determine 
whether there was any connection between 
Ragan and the Cooper slip. So, on Novem- 
ber 2Sth, Whittinghill was requested to 
correspond with Ragan & Co. relative to 
the claim of Henry Behrens, of the Ninth 
Ohio ‘infantry, the claim having been se- 
lected at random. On December 22d the 
claim was called up by Hersey on a con- 
gressional slip of Cooper and was careful 
ly examined. February 6, 1892, Ragan 
writing from Chicago, forwarded the “‘stat- 
us” of che claim. 

In the meantime, the commissioner had 
received’a letter, dated December 22, 1801, 
from .ex-Representative Williams, of Unw, 
calling attention to the fact that certain 
Ohio pension attorneys were having their 
cases called up for status and reported upon 
by Hersey on Cooper's congressional sips. 
The matter was placed in Greenwalt’s 
hands, and, at his request, Lineaweaver 
was detailed to assist him. man named 
H. C. Peet, of Columbus, Ind., a relative, 
by marriage, of Cooper’s, was in the trans- 
action with Hersey and Ragan. Peet was 
clerk for a firm of pension attorneys in 
Columbus. Peet furnished Greenwalt with 
several original letters received from Her- 
sey, giving reports of the status of cases. 
The plan was, the commissioner’s letter 
said, that Ragan wrote to pension attorneys 
and claimants and secured business, and 
forwarded it to Peet, who, in turn, cor- 
responded with Hersey, who used the slips 
of Cooper and other members of congress, 
whom he represented as their clerks. Hcr- 
sey drew the cases and ascertained their 
status, and the fees were divided between 
Hersey, Peet and Ragan. 


ARE COMING TO TERMS. 


An Agreement Nearly Reached in the 
Behring Sea Dispute. 

Washington, April 7.—Secretary Blaine 
said this afternoon in response to an in- 
quiry on the subject that an agreement 
had not yet been finally concluded with the 
British government in regard to the modus 
vivendi in Behring sea pending a settlement 
by arbitration of the jurisdictional rights 
of the United States in these waters. He 
declined to say anything with regard to 
the condition of negotiations on that sub- 


ject. 

The departure of the president from the 
city at this time, however, is regarded as 
especially significant in view of the state- 
ment attributed to hini that he would not 
go away until the question of a modus 
vivendi had been settled one way or the 
other. His departure, taken in conjunc- 
tion with the fact that he had a long con- 
ference with the British minister yester- 
day and with Secretary Blaine this after- 
noon, gives more than a semblance of prob- 
ability to the belief that an agreement has 
practically been reached by the president 
and British minister for a suspension of 
pelagic sealing in Behring sea and that the 
basis of agreement has been communicated 
to Lord Salisbury for his action. 

As it is not likely that the British premier 
will dispose of the matter for several 
days, the president probably thought he 
could avail himself of the interval for a few 
days’ recreation. The agreement so nearly 
concluded,is said to be substantially the 
same as the modus vivendi of last year 
which expires the 1st proximo, the catch of 
the North American Commercial Comvany 
on sea islands being again limited to 7,500 
seals. The president, it is said, insisted 
that this allowance was necessary for the 
subsistence of the natives. Active prepa- 
rations are now being made at the navv 


‘and treasury departments for the disnatch 
af vessels to Behring sea. The vessels to 


do this service will be the revenue steamers 
Rush. Benr, Corwin, Albatross, and the 
svarships Ranger, Adams and Mohican and 
possibly either the Charleston. Baltimore 
or Yorktown, most likely the last named. 
These arrangements are being made in an- 
ticipation of a favorable conclusion of the 
negotiations for a modus vivendi which will 
inelude active co-operation on the part of 
the British navy. E 


MecEnervy Will Not Withdraw. . 

New Orleans, April 7.—When a majority of the 
committee of seven—three Fosterites and Colonel 
Younre—wlo had been suggested by the Foster 
cominittee and aeceptea by the McEnery commit- 
tee to canvagern the election, had thrown ont 
enourh yotes to elect Foster, it was cenerallv be- 
lievedthat the McEnery party wou'd withdraw 
from the contest, but after an earnest and pro- 
Jon red conference with the McEnery committee, 
Jndge McEnery was finally prevailed upon to con- 
tinne the contest. There are now two democratic 
and two republican candidates in the field for 
governor, with chances favoring the success of 
Leonard, republican.

CORTON TIE BILL NOW UNDER DEBATE, 


And It Is Probable That It Will Be 
Passed Today. 


“COLD TEA” CAUSES A SENSATION, 


In Which a Vulgar Kansan Is Brought 
to Time by the Chivalric Genéral 
W heeler. 


Washington, April 7.—(Special.)—The 
wool bill passed the house today and this 
congress is far ahéad of any previous one 
in the transmission of business. 

Indeed, Speaker Crisp and his lieutenants 
have made this a house of business. The 
wool bill passed by the greatest majority 
ever given a tariff bill. The vote was 192 
to 60, and when that was disposed of and 
ready to go to the senate, Mr. Turner’s bill 
to place cotton ties was immediately taken 
up. That is now under discussion and will 
be adopted within a day or two, perhaps 
tomorrow. 

The passage of the wool bill comes a 
month and a half ahead of the McKinley 
bill in the last congress and three months 
and a half ahead of the Mills bill in the 
fiftieth—a record that Speaker Crisp and 
his friends should be proud of. 

Mr. Wilson, of West Virzinia, made the 
closing speech on the wool bill. He spoke 
two hours. During the time every seat on 
the democratic side was filled, and the 
house gave him its . closest attention. 
While his delivery is not particularly good, 
his sentences were both rhetorical and for- 


-cible ‘and: altogether it was one of the 


ablest speeches yet heard on the tariff. On 

the vote all the democrats except one and 

all the third partyites were for the bill. 
The Question of Cold Tena, 

In the house today Mr.. Funston, of Kan- 
Sas, Tising to a question of privilege sent 
to the cierk’s desk and had read an artivle 
pub'ished in The New York Voice wui:h, 
for ten minutes kept the house in a whirl- 
wiad of laughter and merriment. The ar- 
ticle which is headed “A Few of the Cun- 
gressional Tipplers,” gees on to mention 
the names of a dozen or more senators and 
an equal number of representatives who at 
the senite and house restaurants have bren 
seen indulging in intoxicating liquors. His, 
T’unston’s name was one of those mention- 
ed and ‘re believed the article was inteided 
to affect primaries in his district. (Langh- 
ter.) He denied that he had ever drunk 
intoxicaits within the capitol, producel an 
affidavit of the proprietor of the house rcs- 
taurant to that effect and denounced tae 
correspondent of The Voice as a har. 

Mr. Cumming, of New York, whose name 
was also published, said that at the time 
the article was written he was sick in his 
roomn. Undoubtedly at some time the cur- 
respondent had seen him drinking a -l2coc- 
tion known as “Cold Tea” to which he iad 
been introduced by Senator Edmunds. 

Mr. Scott, of Illinois, whose name wns 
on the black list, denounced the author of 
the article as an unmitigated and malicious 
liar. 

Mr. Fellows, of New York—“I wish to 
say on behal. of the correspondent of ‘Lhe 
Voice that he is right in one instance. ! m 
guilty.”” (Laughter.) 

Mr. Fitch—“I declare myself guilty with 
Coionel Tellows.”’ 

. Mr. Milliken—‘So far as I.am conc?-ned 
it is absolutely false.” 

Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, thought thit it 
was due to the house that the names of ibe 
senators and representatives mentioned wiv 
were not present or hac not spoken should 
be expunged from the record. 

Mi. Cockran, of New York, who was one 
of the gentlemcn alluded to, regretted that 
the motion had been made. It was not 
his praciice to Lay any attention to arti-les 
of this kind or to dignify them by rc erring 
to them. Enough had been said on the sub- 
ject and the matter should be allowed to 
drop into oblivion, to which it belong2d. 

Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, moved to ex- 
punge the whole letter from the record, 
end despite Mr. Funston’s protest his mo- 
tion was carried. 

Vulgar Funston Called to Time. 

Then Mr. Funston rising to a question of 
privilege, said that this action of the house 
left his remark: without anything to rest 
upon. In unmeasurable terms and in lan- 
guage more forcible than polite, he deno:11¢- 
ed the correspondent of The Voice and <all- 
ed upon decent correspondents to kick him 
out of town. : 

Mr. Lewis, of Mississippi, suggested that 
the correspondent was a woman. 

Mr. i*unston—‘‘It makes no difference 
whether she is a lady or a street walker. 
1 am standing here in my own defense.” 
(Hisses in the gallery.) 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alubama, made a point 
of order that the gentleman should not 
use such Janguage on the floor of this houee. 

Mr. Funston said he was informed’ that 
the correspondent was not a woman. He 
had been told the name of the man who 
wrote the articlee Mr. Funston then took 
his seat ainid more hisses. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, rising to a 
question of privilege offered a resolution de- 
claving that it was due to the dignity end 
good name of the house of representatives 
that the remarks made by Mr. Funston 
today relative te a weman should be ea- 
punged from the record. 

Mtr. i2surrows asked the gentleman to 
withhold his resolntivn.- He was assarcd by 
the gentler a» from Kansas that anythiug 
that cou'd be criticized would be elimi a.iced 
from the record. 

‘fr. Wheeler said that with that ass-1r- 
end he would cilow th <zcsolution to lie 
upon the table for the present. 

Colonel Everett's Work. 

Colonel Everett is showing up well in 
the house, and is making a reputation for 
himself. Today, while Mr. Taylor, of 
Ohio, was speaking against the bill placing 
cotton ties on the free list, Colonel Everett 
interrupted him by asking why it was tlie 
Mclsinley bill had made the duty on hoop 
iron, cut for cotton ties, more than on the 
same iron of any other length. Mr. Tay- 
lor denied it, when the Georgian proved by 
the bill itself that his statement was true. 
Colonel Everett also riddled the Ohioan's 
argument in many other respects, amid: the 
applause of the democrats. 

Spesker Crisp Cannot Come. 

Speaker Crisp has received several tele- 
grams inviting him to make speeches in 


various parts of Georgia. He has not been 
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to do so, but it is out of the question for 

him to consider leaving Washington now. 

His presence here is a necessity. 
Blaine’s Health Regained. 

James G. Blaine has regained his 
health. : 

Three months ago no one expected him 
to live through the winter. It was then 
that he wrote the letter to Mr. Clarkson, 
announcing that he would not be a candidat 
for the presidential nomination. That let- 
ter was a source of great relief to President 
Harrison. Now, " However, the president 
is again annoyed. He does not know what 
to expect from Mr. Blaine. 

The Maine man is so well restored to 
health now that he attends to his duties at 
the state department with his old-time vigor 
and after they are concluded he either 
takes a long walk or a ride @véry afternoon. 
Although an old man with pure white hair 
and beard, Mr. Bl has gained much 
flesh and is really in health. With 
the return of his health comes his old presi- 
dential ambition. He does not feel confi- 
dent that he could get’ the nomination even 


were he to seck it. For that reason he will. 


not seek it. He will Simply remain quict 
and allow his frien@g to boom him. Then 
in the event the non@ination is tendered him 
he would accept it. the chances are 
that the Maine maw, baerificed his ambition 
when he wrote thé Ciarkson letter. He 
put himself out of it and nothing can put 
him back now except a declination to ac- 
cept a renomination on the part of Mr. 
Harrison. 

Many Blaine men ate attempting to cre- 
ate an impression that Mr. Harrison does 
not want it, but those who know the presi- 
dent best know that he wants the regula- 
tion endorsement by hig party and that he 
expects it. He likewise believes it will be 
tendered him, but both he and his friends 
are somewhat annoyed over the attitude 
of the Maine man and his friends. 

Colonel Livingsten’s Trip. 

Colonel Livingston left for Atlanta to- 
night. He will remain in Georgia, making 
speeches for the democracy, until after the 
16th. Colonel Livingston is paired both 
on the silver question and the tariff, and, 
indeed, on all questions of a_ political 
nature. 

He is paired with Mr. Dingley, of Maine. 
He is also paired, in favor of Mr. Rock- 
well, on the contested election case.

PROGRESS OF THE SOUTH. 


The Wonderful Increase in Manufactories 
in the Last Decade. 

Nashville, Tenn, April-7.—Hon. Carroll D. 
Wright, United States comimissioner of labor, 
this evening delivered an address at Watkins 
institute on ‘‘The Progress of the Southern 
States from 1880 to 1800,” in the course of 
which he said: The soythern states in 1870 
produced but 184,540 toms of pig iron; in 1880, 
387,301 net tons; in 1890, 1,80,909 net tons of 
pig iron were produced. In steel the south 
has yet made much progress. In 1880 the 
number of net tons was 4,350, and in 1890 


184,625. . This is a most encou ‘aging 
and bespeaks for the sou : aor tage 
the future of which she 


the percentage had been increased 3.04. The 
largest cotton crop in the southern states 
srior to the war was in 1860, when 4,660,770 

ales were produced. In 1871 it was 4,352,- 
317 bales. In 1891 the production reached 
8,652,597 bales, and 605, bales of the pro- 
duction were cofisumed in southern mills, as 
against less than half that quantity ten years 
before. 

In 1890 cotton seed oil mills crushed 1,053,- 
200 tons, the product being worth $27,310,846 
an increase, in round numbers, in ten years 
ot $24,000,000. ‘The number of cotton mills 
ircreased from 161 in 1880 to 334 in 1890, the 
number of spindles from about five hundred 
thousand to nearly two million, and the pro- 
duct from $15,336,182 to $54,199,379. In 1820 
there were 567 establishments for the manu- 
facture of wool in the southern states, while 
ir 1890 there vere but 534, but the decrease 
in number in no way indicates a decrease in 
other features, for the capital invested in 
woolen manufacture in the southern states 
was $4,104,077 in 1880 and $10,283,003 in lov0 
In 1880 the production of distilled spirits 
gmomted to 21,413,237 gallons, and in 1890 
44,276,093 gallons, while of fermented liquors 
the southern states produced in 1880 1,340,037 
barrels, and in 1 the production was 3,- 
482,369 burrels. 

Between 1880 and 1890 the mileage of south- 
ern railroads, with the exception of Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Maryland, Missouri and Texas, 
was increased from 13,228 miles to 234,956 
miles, and the number of passengers cayried 
from. 6,395,000 to 30,061, The number of 
passengers carried was increased nearly five 
fold and the amount of freight moved grew 
from 17,759,441 tons to 61,771,929 tons. The 
total earnings and income of southern rai- 
roads were increased from nearly $47,000,0 
in 1880 to more than $103,000,000 in 1890. 
The capital invested in the great industries 
of the south is represented by banking capi- 
tal, which in 1880, was ninety-two and a 
half millions and in 1890 more than one hun- 
dred and seventy-one and a half millions, an 
increase of over per cent. Capital 
vested in manufacture and establishments of 
all kinds was advanced from one hundred 
and seventr-nine and a third millions in 1880 
to five hundred and fifty-one and a half mil- 
lions in 1890, while the total number of 
hands employed was more than doubled, be- 
ing 158 per cent greater in 1890 than in 1880. 

The total indebteduess of the _ southern

Brokers and Financiers Think the Olcott 
Plan Is a Failure. 


MS FRIENDS STILL ARGUE FOR I. 


They Declare That No Other 
Scheme Is Being Considered, 


BUT MAY HAVE TO DEAL AGAIN. 


Terminal’s Ninety-Day Notes Seem to Be 
Hard to Negotiate—$1,000,000 Was 
Baised on Them, Though. 


New York, April 7—(Special.)—Wall 
street has come to the conclusion that tae 
plan- which has been proposed for the re- 
organization ofthe Richmond and West 
Point Terminal Conipany is a failure, 
because it has, as yet, mot received 
the support of any large proportion of the 
security holders, and, also, that it will be 
modified in the immediate future so as to 
win that support. Both of these conclusions 
are incorrect. Seven days remain before 
the committee dn reorganization will have 
to decide whether the plan has become 
operative or not. In the meantime, the 
plan will be modified. 

Inquiry at the office of the Central Trust 
Company yesterday elicited the fact that 
there will be no meeting of the rorganiza- 
tion committee until April 4th, the last 
day provided in the plan for the deposit ot 
securities. Inquiry among members of the 
committee compels the conclusion that 
they are not considering any other plan, 
either with or without an assessment upon 
the stock, nor even a modification of the 
present plan to secure the approval of re- 
luctant security holdérs. 

One committeeman said: “All reports 
that the plan is about to be withdrawn are, 
to say the least, premature, and doubtless 
emanate from those whose wish is father 
to the thought.” 

A Review of the Work: 

In view of the enormous interests in- 
volved, and the misapprehension that exists 
as to the financial status of the Richmond 
Terminal system, a brief review of the 
efforts to reorganize the company may be 
of value to the security holders. About 
four months ago, when the financial affairs 
of the Terminal: company became critical, 
it was proposed to assess the common 
stock $15 per share, an operation that 
would have yielded $10,500,000. A meet- 
ing of the stockholders was called, and Mr. 
F. P. Oleott was asked to appoint a com- 
mittee to look into the affairs.of the Ter- 
minal company, with a view of reorganiz- 
ing it in the interest ‘of the stockholders. 
The result was the formation of a commit- 
tee, consisting of Mr. Olcott as chairman,

G. S. Ellis as secretary. This committee, 
after weeks of work upon the affairs of the 
Terminal company and its auxiliary cor- 
poratuons, formulated a plan of reorganiza- 
tion. In arriving at its conclusion, the com- 
mittee consulted a large number of the 
principal owners of underlying securities. 
And those who represented such holders 
were also taken into the councils of the 
committee, owing to the large floating debt 
and car-trust obligations of the system as 
a whole and the. maturing indebtedness 
next January of the. Central Railroad and 
Banking Company of Georgia. The plan 
contemplated the formation of a guarantee 
syndicate, which should promise to provide 
over thirty million dollars of new moncy. 
The Dropping of the Central. 

On the eve of the publication of this plan, 
the Central Railroad and Banking Coa- 
pany ofGeorgia was placed. in the hands 
of a receiver. This necessitated a change 
in the committee’s plan for the financial 
needs of the other organization were such 
that the reorganization could not be delayed 
pending an adjudication of the issues rais- 
ed in the Georgia Central receivership iti- 
gation. The securities of the Central Rail- 
road and BankingCompany of Georgia were 
therefore eliminated from the plan, and the 
affairs ofthat company left to be taken 
up a8 a separate reorganization at some fu- 
ture time. Simultaneously with this 
change, new blood was infused into the situ- 
ation, and Messrs. H. C. Fahnestock, of the 
First National bank, of this city, and J. 
Kennedy Todd were added to the commit- 
tee. ‘Ihe result was the plan of reorgani- 
zation now lodged with the Central Trust 
Company and under which securities are 
being deposited. 

“A condition precedent to the publication 
of the plan was the resignation of certain 
directors and officers of the Terminal] com- 
pany, the Richmond and Danville railroad 
and the Kast Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia Railroad Company. These resig- 
nations were secured and the places made 
vacant were filled in a manner which pre- 
sumably indicates the control of the South- 
ern Railway Company, which is to be the 
title of the reorganized and consolidated 
companies. A guarantee syndicate was 
formed, the members of which pledged 
themselves to contribute $14,588,000 to 
pay off the floating indebtedness and car 
trust obligations of the Richmond and 
Danville and East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia Railroad Companies, to adjust the 
interest to March 1. 1892, on securities 
deposited under the plan and for other re- 
organization purp@ses, This guarantee 
syndicate is legally bound to take a large 
amount of the new securities, provided 
the stockholders of the Terminal company 
do not voluntarily subscribe for them, and 
for every $800 of cash which the syndi- 
cate pays in, it will receive $1,000 in a 
sol eg per cent bond and $350 of preferred 


‘Bankers do not usually go into a syn- 
dicate of this kind to provide money for 
bankrupt corporations unless a fair profit 
can be figured upon the new securities, 
should the plan become operative. 

Raising Cash. 

After the guarantee syndicate had been 
submitted to the stockholders for their ap- 
proval, the new officers of the Richmond 
and Danville -Railroad Company reported 
that it needed $1,000,000 at once to meet 
current interest, and that its treasury was 
empty. It had neither cash nor securities.

view of the situation, and sit still upon 
what they make believe to be first-class 
securities.

A Card from President W. B. Thomas. 

Editor Constitution—I notice in your daily of 
this date an account of a personal difficulty be- 
tween myself andaman named Summerfield. I 
very much regret that it found its way into your 
columns, but since it has done so, I must beg of 
youto publish a correct statement of it. Your 
correspondent either did not see it or was misin- 
formed about it, or willfully misrepresented it, so 
as to make his friend Summerfield appear in as 
little of an unfavorable light as possible.

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BRANSON’S DUPLICITY 


EXPOSED BY THE ACTION OF CHAT- 
TOOGA COUNTY’S SCHOOL BOARD. 


Ginn’s Books Rejected in That County 
After Trial—He Attempts to Mislead 
and Makes Gross Insinuations. 


From The Chattooga County News. 

We cannot hope to regale the literary ap- 
petite of our readers with the brilliant wit 
and phillipics that have recently emanated 
from the author of two circular letters that 
have veen placed in the hands of members 
of our county school board and citizens of 
this county and perhaps other sections of 
this state. Yet our readers’ will 
not mind if we _ report some 
of the statements eontained in 
said circular letters, issued by Ginn G Co. s 
agent, relative to the recent action of our 
board in discarding their books from the 
schools of this county after they had been 
tried and found wanting. The action of 
our board, in condemning Ginn & Co.'s 
books, it seems, has resounded from the 
mountains to the seaboard in such a way as 
to seriously injure their prospects elsewhere, 
and hence they get mad and call our worthy 
school board and the people to taw, all be- 
cause the board did not take to their Boston 
text books. 

Because the good people of this county 
wouldn’t let their grasping New England 
hands go down into the people’s pockets, 
and take out thousands of dollars for a 
useless change of good and tried books for 
poor ones, they got riled, and tear the 
ground, and make insinuations, and even 
venture not only to call into question the 
wisdom of Chattooga county, but intimate 
that the intelligent and honorable school 
board of this county depart from the truth 
in that part of their resolution on March 
10th, which reads: 

“Whereas, This board did on the 28th 
day of January, 1892, adopt the following 


publications of Messrs. Ginn & Co., of 


Boston, for use in the public schools of said 
county, as follows, to-wit: Stickney’s 
readers, Stickney’s spellers, Tarbell’s lan- 
guage lessons. Wentworth’s arithmetics, 
Montgomery’s United States history and 
Lincoln’s physiology; and, whereas, said 
books were introduced and have for some 
time been used and tested in some of our 
public schools, and have proven unsatis- 
factory, and not well adapted to the wants 
thereof; and, whereas, our teachers through- 
out the county have notified us by letter 
fnd petition that they cannot succeed in 
their work if forced to use the aforesaid 
books: and, whereas, the patrons of the 
school throughout the county have peti- 
tioned this board to re-establish the publica- 
tions »f the American Book Company, 
heretofore in use in our schools. There- 
fore be it resolved, ete.” 

We append statements, showing that the 
Chattooga county school board were not 
only right in rescinding their former action, 
but would have been recreant to a sacred 
trust, if, after the inferiority of these im- 
portant books had been so clearly shown, 
they had not reconsidered their action. 
They are as follows: 

“Summerville, Ga., March 23, 1892.— 
Rigut away after adoption of Ginn & Co.’s 
books by the school board of this county on 
the 28th of January last, we received a 
large supply of them, and at once intro- 
duced them into several schools of the 
county, including the Summerville schools.”’ 

(Signed.) HOLLIS & HINTON. 

Other dealers in the county received large 
shipments of the Ginn & Co. books at the 
same time. 

“We hereby certify that we promptly in- 
troduced into our schools, in accordance 
with the actions of the Chattooga county 
school board, Stickney’s readers and spel- 
lers and Tarbell’s language lessons; and 
that, after using them a short time, we 
found that they were not well adapted to 
the wants of the school room, and joined in 
a petition to the school board to reinstate 
the books heretofore in use, which we re- 
gard as infinitely superior to the aforesaid 
books.” (Signed.)

A lady teaching three miles from Sum- 
merville, after using Ginn & Co.’s books 
for some time, says, March 23, 1892: “I 
prefer the old school books, namely: Mc- 
Guffey’s revised readers, Robinson’s arith- 
metics, Swinton’s histories, etc.” 

Miss BE. G. Brown, teacher at Kincaid, 
Chttooga county, says: “We introduced 
Stickney’s spellers and readers, Tarbell’s 
Wentworth’s arithmetics and 
Montgomery’s United States history, and 
used them up to yesterday (March 25d), 
when we changed back to the old books. Of 
course, the children were pleasec with the 
new books at first. I liked them too, but 
soon discovered that there was no depth to 
them, and told the children that if they con- 
tained all that our common schools, are re- 
quired to teach, I could, in a few months, 
turn out nearly my whole school as teach- 
ers. The readers are not well graded, and 
fall far short of the object of a series of 
readers;—besides, they do not contain a 
high order of reading matter. The books 
are poorly bound, for, though we have been 
using them only a few weeks, the leaves are 
already dropping out of them.” 

Other certificates of the same kind could 
be produced, but these will suffice. 

Now, in the face of the above resolution 
and the facts, the agent of Ginn & Co. de- 
nies in his recent circular __let- 
ter that these books had ~- gone 
into general use, and says: “Our 
contract shows on its face that our books 
were to go into use in this county January 
1, 1893.” This statement is misleading, 
for he should have said that his contract 
gave them until the first of January, 1893, 
to complete the introduction. But this is 
not all. In his notice of adoption, sent out 
to the teachers, observe these words: ‘“The 
exchange period lasts six months from date 
of adoption.” (January 28, 1892.) ‘Please 
instruct the pupils accordingly,”’ making the 
introductory period a time when the books 
were supposed to be in exclusive use, close 
July 28, 1892. “Consistency, thou art a 
jewel.” 

In a circular letter, purporting to have 
been written at 7-13 Tremont Place, Bos- 
ton, and dated March 18, 1892, and post- 
marked “Atlanta, Ga., March 19th,” this 
same agent intimates that he will unearth 
matters in Chattooga county, and couches 
his language in these words: “I know 
nothing of affairs in Chattooga county at 
present; but I am going to take time and in- 
vestigate them thoroughly. I think I shall 
find some facts of extreme interest to you, 
and the people of Georgia.” This is an in- 
sinuation against a school board, as un- 
called for as it is unbecoming and insult- 
ing. 

This same “writer” lets his choler rise in 
righteous(?) indignation at what he hints 
at as questionable methods, and uses a lot 
f ningless twaddle about reforms 
having to be “lugged in” over dead and 
live people, closing this great rhetorical

Graded at Once, 


THE COUNTY TO DO THE WORK. 


Two Hundred Hands Will Be Put to 
Work Monday Morning to Grad 
the Road, | 


Bright and early next Monday morning 
two hundred men carrying picks, spades, 
shovels and other utensils will gather out 
on the hill in the western portion of the 
city, where North avenue is intersected by 
Luckie street. 

Bginning at this point the men will break 
dirt for a roadway leading west to the new 
pumping station, a distance of about one 
mile and three quarters. 

And in thirty days’ time they will have 
completed one of the finest roadways in the 
south. It will be magnificent—sixty feet 
wide, smooth and level, lined on either 
side by handsome suburban residences 
and thrifty farms. 

How It Came About. 


That interesting body, the board of coun- 
ty commissioners, met yesterday and among 
the many other matters it considered 
aie this very important one of building this 
road. 7 

When the county commissioners met in 
the pleasant office of Treasurer Payne yes- 
terday morning at 10 o'clock, the water 
board was already ensconced in chairs 
about the room ready to besiege the com- 
missioners. There was a full board pres- 
ent and they meant to have what they 
wanted out of the commissioners. 

The members of the water board were 
impatient spectators of the going out of 
the old and coming in of the new members 
of the board of commissioners and when 
this was done they had their say. 

They presented a petition asking that the 
commissioners grade a road from the in- 
tersection of North avenue and Luckie 
streets to the pumping station of the new 
waterworks. 

They wanted the work done at once. It 
sao 5 ie the board urged, that the 
work be

as it was absolutely necessary for the grad- 
ing to be done before the water pipes could 
be laid. It is designed that the main pipes 
shall be laid along the line of this proposed 
boulevard. 

The members of the board urged that the 
road would not only be a great public im- 
provement for the county, but would do 
a vast amount of good to the city, in the 
way of lessening the work on the water- 
works. 

Dr. d. W. Nelms said that he hoped 
that the petition of the water board would 
be granted. It was true, he said, that it 
had been decided that no more work be or- 
dered to be done by the county convicts, un- 
til the work now in hand-was completed, but 
this important work which was at that 
time unforeseen had come up and he was 
in favor of changing that decision, as the 
waterworks were pressing. 

Mr. Charley Collier was new on the board 
and he didn’t want to go too fast. 
‘“Wouldn’t it be a good idea to look into 
the matter before taking action upon it.” 

“The matter is pressing,” said Chair- 
man Hunnicutt, always teady for any 
needed public improvements, “and work 
should go ahead at once.”

Atlantians, who have any knowledge of 
the early part of post-bellum history, re- 
member Heck Thomas, a brother of ex-

would give almost anything to know that 
he is alive and safe. 

Heck omas was raised right here in 
Atlanta, and in the ugly days of Atlanta’s 
history, just before the war, when his father 
was marshal, proved one of the best and 
most successful officers in the city. When 
the’ war broke out, Heck Thomas, though 
quite young, made a fine soldier and gave 
four years of his life to the confederacy. 
And every day of those four years was a 
day of life of loyalty to the south. After 
the war he came home and for awhile re- 
mained in Atlanta. Then he went west 
and in Texas soon became a prominent 
figure. He was attached to the United 
States marshal’s office and through him 
some of the finest governmental work of 
that age was done. One desperado after 
another was run down and captured by 
him mntil his very name was a terror to the 
law breakers. 

But to the honest, law-abiding people 
Heck Thomas was known as a gentle, 
kind-hearted, almost womanly man. 

Heck Thomas, however, can’t be found 
now. Only a few weeks ago he went upon 
a chase after some train robbers, and has 
never been seen since.

SETTLEMENT OF THE COLLEGE MATTER. 


Professor Cox Pully Exonerated—He Will 
Keep His Contract with Manchester. 
Education and Missions. 


LaGrange, Ga., April 7.—Special.)}—The 
convention rushed throngh its business to- 
day, and by clipping speeches closely and 
adhering to the order of business, a good 
deal was dispatched. The matters before 
the convention were of a«anusual interest, 
especially the reports on education, put the 
most interesting subject considered in La- 
Grange today was not broached in the con- 
ventioc at all. It was the proposed removal 
of the Southern Female college to Man- 
chester. Thijs question has been exciting 
the people of LaGrange no little, and some 
ultra partisans have delivered themselves 
of offensive declarations about Mr. W. L. 
Stanton, who is interested in both the 
Southern Female college and the Manches- 
ter company. In support of the claims of 
LaGrange, our citizens have  pub- 
lished au article claiming that the Western 
Baptist Association had vested rights in 
the college property at LaGrange and that 
by reason of a subscription of $2,500, to 
build the present chapel the citizens of La- 
Grange had an interest which would pre- 
vent its removal. In view of these claims 
Professor C. C. Cox called together the ad- 
visory board of the college and submitted 
the whole case to them, including the min- 
utes of the Western Baptist Association, 
showing that the $750 interest of that 
body had been exchanged for three perma- 
nent scholarships. 

As to the $2,500 subscription to the 
chapel Professor Cox told the board he was 
willing to repay. the whole amount if it 
thought the claim equitable, but the ree- 
ords submitted that the college had since 
then contributed to the community of La- 
Grange many times the value of 2,500 in 
free tuition. On the board were a number 
of the wisest men of the denomination who, 
though not in this capacity representing 
the convention, are yet personally repre- 
sentative ‘of the Baptists of (teorgia. 
Among them are ministers, lawyers and 
clear headed business men, and after fully 
discussing the whole case, Mr. C. B. Wil- 
lingham, of Macon, the chairman, wrote 
out the following resolution, which was 
signed by all who were present:

The Work: €@h Convention. 


The interest of th.. morning’s session of 
the convention centered on the report of 
the committee _on education. It was read 
by Dr. A. J. Battle, president of Shorter 
college, who is chairman of the committee 
on education. Some of the statements of 
the report are almost startling. It is as 
follows: 

Report on Education. 


The past three years bare witnessed a great 
awekening on the subject of education. The 
ennval ‘‘campaigns of education’’ so earnestly 
coLdaducted for many years, to which such 
wonderful vigor has recently been added, 
rave been abudantly productive of fruit. This 
is seen in the increased liberality of the state, 
of corporations and of individuals toward the 
foundation and support of schools and col- 
leges, and in the increased attendance upon 
our various institutions. In no previous 
period, in America at least, has so much, 
money been given for the building and en-- 
dowment of educationai establishments. ‘lhe 
congestion of wealth, so deplorable in some 
of its aspects, has had at least one salutary 
etfect. his “ill wind’’ has blown good to 
our educational interssts, and not only have 
men of wealth lavishec their hundreds of 
thousands, yea, their millions, but legislatures 
Lave made vast appropriations for educa- 
tion, and the people, f-~eling the thrill of the 
migbty impulse, are freely giving of their 
l'mited means to erect and sustain schools of 
leatning. These are spiinging up all over the - 
land. All our institutions, old and young, 
are feeling the stimuws, and the rush of 
youth to their doors <ke present year has been 
unprecedented, notwithstanding the prevail- 
ins financial depression. 

Such a revolution cannot go backward. The 
tide must and will flow on. In the grand 
work of preparing our sons and daughters 
fer noble manhood anc womanhood, and of 
providing for society. the state and the 
church the material of the highest usefulness 
aud most solid progress, there must be no 
step backward. Our people feel the noble 
impulse and will werk out the problem to 
its beneficent solution. The Baptists of Geor- 
gia will not be behind in this race. Our pro- 
gress, our existence. depends on the enter- 

‘ise we show in this work.

The report was discussed in an interest- 
ing way by Dr. G. C. Nunnally, president 
of Mercer university, Mr. Hewlett Hall, of 
Newnan, and Rev. Mr. Calloway, of Warm 
Springs. 

De. Neonally said that the public schools 
of the state do not meet the case. Even 
the higher grade schools of the cities. with 
three or four exceptions, do not reach the 
desired point. ‘There is,” said he, “a 
chasm between the public school and the 
college which we must fill. I do not criti- 
cise the public schools. The state 1s doing 
what it can, but it cannot do all that is 
needed. It is for denominational schools 
to supply the deficiency.” ere 

Mr. Hall argued that the state institu- 
tions tend to crush individualism and de- 
nominational schools and colleges have the 
contrary effect. He quoted John Stuart 
Mill to the effect that he cared not what 
was a people’s form of government if in- 
dividualism were preserved, for there was 
fullest liberty, and where it was crushed 
there was the worst despotism. 

The report of the committee of educa- 
tion was adopted just as the hour for the 
next special order arrived. : 

The convention then went into the con- 
sideration of the centennial of modern mis- 
sions. Dr. T. Tichenor said the Bap- 
tists of the state might learn wisdom in 
this matter from the campaign methods of 
political parties. It is customary with 
them to have a state convention and there 
appoint an executive committee which shall 
inaugurate the campaign. The committee 
arranges mass meetings in every part of 
the state and brings to them the best 
speakers it can get. That is the way to 
raise a mission fund that will best celebrate 
the centennial.’ To carry out this idea, Dr. 
Tichenor moved that the matter be referred 
to the state mission board, in conjunction 
with the state centennial committee ap- 
pointed by the southern Baptist convention.

The petition was not granted 
by the commissioners. Some members of 
the board seemed to be in doubt as to the 
sincerity of the petitioners. 

“It may be,’ suggested some one of the 
doubtful members, “that this company 
does not contemplate beginning work at 
once. Probably they just want to get a 
franchise and then build at their own sweet 
pleasure—imaybe never. Now I am op- 
posed to doing that. If they are not going 
to build at once let us not grant-their re 
‘quest. Let the matter be referred to a sub- 
committee with power to act, and let that 
committee confer with these gentlemen and 
find out what they really intend to do—see 
if they mean business.” 

This was done and Chairman Hunnicutt 
appointed a special committee of whicn 
Mr. James D. Collins is chairman, to coa- 
sider the petition and investigate the ad- 
visability of granting the privileges asked 
for. 

There is no manner of doubt but that 
the franchise will be granted. 

They Mean Business. 


There was a meeting of the directors of 
the Peachtree Electric Railway Company 
and it was plain that they meant to push 
to completion the plans they have made. 
A full board was present and every gentle- 
man evidenced the deep enthusiasm he 
felt by his words and actions. 

The company was formally organized and 
officers for the next year were elected as 
follows:

The board decided to go ahead with the 
work of grading the line as soon as action 
on their petition was taken by the coun- 
ty commissioners. 

“Let us have cars running before the sum- 
mer is out,”’ said one of the directors.

“If the committee acts at once,” says 
Mr. Burton Smith, “which we have been 
assured that it will do, work will begin in 
less than twenty days.
